Judge Suggests Depository’s Exec- 
utive Committee Ought to 
Pay $15,000 Penalty.

Frank R. Burgess, an agent of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, was 
the Government’s first witness. He 
testified that in 1919 he made an 
examination of the Pitzman-Me- 
thudy tract, then having its origi- 
nal size of 2400 acres, extending 
along the river front for 3% miles 
in St. Clair County, Illinois. His 
examination, he said, was to estab- 
lish values for estate tax purposes 
in the estate of Edward C. Kehr, 
who had been co-owner of the 
tract with Julius Pitzman. 

Conferred With Pitzmans. 

Burgess said that he conferred 
with Julius Pitzman, now dead, and 
his son, Fred Pitzman, a co-trustee 
of the trust estate, as to the values, 
and that he placed a valuation of 
$450 to $500 an acre on the land. 
He said Julius Pitzman told him 
his valuation was too high, and that 
he held conferences with the elder 
Pitzman and the Methudy interests, 
resulting in agreement on a figure 
of not more than $400 an acre, ex- 
cept that one section at the north 
end of the tract was fixed at $600 
an acre. The valuations on other 
parts of the tract ran as low as 
$150 an acre, he said, and for one 
undesirabel part, $33.75 an acre. 

Abraham lLowenhaupt, counsel 
for the estate, moved to strike out 
Burgess’ testimony, arguing that it 
had no bearing on values, and that 
statements made in connection with 
the Kehr estate tax were not bind- 
ing on the parties to the present 
proceeding. The motion was over- 
ruled, and Lowenhaupt proceeded 
to cross-examine Burgess. The wit- 
ness said he had been in the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau since 1918, 
in estate and gift tax work, with 
headquarters in Springfield, Ill. He 
said he reached his figures as to 
values of the Pitzman-Methudy land 
by talking with East Side realty 
men as well as with the Pitzman- 
Methudy interests. 

Basis of Tax Claim. 

The Government’s deficiency in- 
come tax claim against the estate, 
for the years 1922, 1926 and 1928, is 
based on sales of land made in 
those years, and on the profit to 
the estate in these sales, as com- 
puted by subtracting the previous 
valuations from the sale price. The 
sales were at prices of $847 to $4166 
an acre. The Government has 
sought to compare these sale prices 
with valuations, made for local as- 
sessment purposes, of $100 to $350 
an acre, and to establish the dif- 
ference as a taxable profit. 

The estates’ trustees, on the oth- 
er hand, are trying to show higher 
valuations, which would reduce the 
taxable profit shown by the sales. 
Witnesses for the estate testified 
yesterday to estimates of value 
much higher than the assessment 
figures. 

William R. Cady, vice-president in 
charge of the real estate depart- 
ment of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co., and appraiser for the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, tes- 
tified yesterday as to his opinion of 
the value of the parcelof 51.6 acres 
from the Pitzman-Methudy tract, 
sold in 1922 to the U nion Electric 
Co., and now the site of the Ca- 
hokia power plant. The sale price 
was $4166.66 an acre, but Cady 
testified that he considered’ the 
land worth $7500 an acre. 

His Estimate on Phillips Deal. 

In another sale, Cady said he 
thought the estate got more than 
the land was worth. The estate 
sold 283 acres to the Phillips Pe- 
troleum Co., for $1254 an acre, and 
Cady testified that he did not con- 
sider the land to have been worth 
more than $1000 an acre. The lat- 
ter figure, however, is much higher 
than that used by the Government, 
and Cady’'s figure, if accepted, 
would reduce the profit and tax 
liability materially. 

Cady gave his valuations of vari- 
ous parcels in the  Pitzman- 
Methudy tract, ranging from $1000 
to $2500 an acre, aside from the 
parcel sold to Union Electric, which 
he placed at $7500 an acre. He 
testified that the peak price for in- 
dustrial property was reached in 
1918, and told of having offered 
$250,000 for an industrial location 
in North St. Louis in 1918, the

PRORIBITION URGED 
INNORTHERN 
BAPTIST REPORT 


Social Action Commission 
Condemns Conditions 
Since Repeal — ‘Old 
Evils Back.” 


Abolition of the liquor traffic was 
recommended as the ultimate goal 
towards which the 1,500,000 North- 
ern Baptists should work in a re- 
port of the Commission on Chris- 
tian Social Action prepared for pre- 


sentation today to the 1400 dele- 
gates to the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention at Municipal Auditorium 
Opera House. 

Like the Southern Baptists, who 
met here last week, the Northern 
Baptists condemned conditions 
since repeal. Ten of the 24 pages 
of the report was devoted to the 
attack. 

“Repeal has not brought about 
the removal of deplorable condi- 
tions which grew up under prohibi- 
tion,” the report said. “The old 
evils are back with us. The saloon 
has returned despite the promises 
of those who advocated repeal and 
the administration at Washington. 
It now Masquerades as ‘tap room, 
‘tavern, ‘cocktail lounge,’ ‘drink- 
parlor,’ and what nct. Before pro- 
hibition there were a maximum of 
177,790 saloons, and now there are 
more than 400,000 saloons and other 
places were liquor can be _  pro- 
cured. 


Drinking on Increase. 


“Drinking is increasing, although 
the opposite was predicted by the 
advocates of repeal who promised 
a campdign of temperance educa 
tion. to that end. The commission 
believes the convention should be 
prepared to bear its share of the 
cost of working for abolition of the 
liquor traffic and bringing about 
legislation to this end.” 

It attacked campaigns for mod- 
erate drinking by some liquor com- 
panies, although admitting some 
may be sincere, “if only to escape 
the disrepute for their interests 
which unrestrained drinking brings.” 

‘It is obvious, however,” the re- 
por said, “That for a profit-seeking 
enterprise advocacy of moderate 
drinking by single individuals must 
be compensated for by a determined 
policy of increasing the number of 
drinkers. Logically enough then 
have sales campaigns, often subtle, 
been pushed to create the desire 
and habit of liquor drinking among 
non-drinkers, especially the young.” 

A suggestion was made that any- 


'one who admitted using intoxicat- 
'ing liquor be denied an automobile 


license. The Commission also 
asserted that widespread adoption 
of laws prohibiting sale of gaso- 
line to intoxicated motorists would 
reduce the number of automobile 
deaths and injuries. 

Poll on War. 


A poll on war conducted by the 
commission showed the majority of 
the 9601 members of 235 churches 
who voted were opposed to bear- 
ing arms or supporting an aggres- 
sive or punitive war, the commis- 
sion announced, 

Forty-two per cent believed they 
could best contribute to the cause 


of peace by bearing arms only in | 


defense of American territory 
against attack; 27 per cent by re- 
fusing to bear arms in, and other- 
wise opposing any war declared 
by this country; 25 per cent by 
bearing arms or supporting a war 
only as a last resort after the gov- 
ernment had exhausted all peace- 
able means of settlement; 3 per cent 
by bearing arms against any nation 
which by international action had 
been judged an aggressor; and only 
2 per cent by bearing arms or sup- 
porting any war declared by this 
country. 

Continuation of peace education 
was recommended. The commis- 
sion also recommended more church 
work among the young, asserting 
the number of young people “who 
are finding satisfaction in their 
church connections is not increas- 
ing. 

The report will be discussed at 
tomorrow’s meeting before action 
is taken on it by the convention. 

Address by Dr. Holt. 

An elimination of duplication in 
the programs of co-operating agen- 
cies in Protestantism is necessary 
if movements for peace, temper- 
ance and prohibition are to get any- 
where and if charity campaigns are 
not to be conducted at the expense 
of church receipts, the Rev. Dr. 
Ivan Lee Holt, pastor of St. John’s 
Methodist Episcopal Church here, 
and president of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, declared in an address pre- 
pared for delivery today. 

“The peace movement is made 
ridiculous by the over-multiplica- 
tion of peace organizations,” he 
said. There are 72 peace organ- 
izations in this country, many of 
them urging entirely different re- 
forms, he explained. 

“Obviously,” he went on, “the 
first step towards peace is the re- 
duction in the number of peace 
agencies and an agreement on a 
program. The time has come for 
the Protestant church to quit sub- 
dividing and to be thinking in 
terms of agreements rather than 
disagreements.” 

For Peace Education. 

He recommended a program of 

peace education rather than peace 


@ction as the quickest way of in- 
| fluencing the mass mind. “I do not 
_Want to minimize the educational 
value of dramatic declarations of 
_ willingness to go to prison, rather 
| than fight,” he said, “but in the 


long run we will make greater 


MAY. 22, 
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progress by a comprehensive and 
persistent effort to build up peace 
sentiment through education.” 

Something of the same confusion 
exists in organizations for tem- 
perance and prohibition, he de- 
clared. Some want prohibition 
again, some prefer a policy of 
watchful waiting, and others want 
a program of temperance educa- 
tion. 

“No man honors more than I do 


the Anti-Saloon League in its fight 


against the liquor traffic,” he said, 
“but we have reached a time when 
Protestantism must have a new 
program of temperance education. 
We need more intelligent action 
and more enthusiastic support.” 

“Another important question,” he 
said, “is how much has the church 
suffered during enthusiastic Com- 
munity Fund campaigns? Having 
turned over its social work to the 
community agencies and having 
come to regard these agencies as 
arms of the church, the Protestant 
church now finds these agencies 
are often competing with it for 
contributions.” He called on the 
leaders of the church and of social 
service agencies to face together 
the problem of community support. 

Dr. Campbell’s Plea. 

A plea for a merger of the North- 
ern Baptists with the Disciples of 
Christ in America, with 1,650,000 
members, was made yesterday by 
the Rev. Dr. George A. Campbeh, 
pastor of the Union Avenue Chris- 
tian Church here. 

Although he was not specifically 
authorized to present the question 
to the Northern Baptists, Dr. Camp- 


bell told reporters afterward he 
felt he was expressing the opinion 
of the large majority of the Dis- 
ciples. He once was a president 
of the International Convention of 
the Disciples. 

The Disciples broke away from 
the Baptist denomination in 1830. 
A proposal by the Disciples for a 
reunion was rejected by the Bap- 
tists in 930. Dr. Campbell de- 
clared the two deneminations now 
hold similar position in all moral, 
doctrinal and social matters, and 
nothing really stands in the way of 
a reunion. He asked the Northern 
Baptist Convention to appoint a 
committee to meet with the Dis- 
ciples’ convention in Kansas City 
next October to make a “joint re- 
study of the views and positions 
of both bodies.” The matter was 
referred to the Baptists’ General 
Council. 

Another invitation to consider a 
merger was received yesterday 
from the Rev. H. L. Alldredge, fra- 
ternal delegate from the General 
Baptists, a smal] denomination. Be- 
fore the joint m eeting of the South- 
ern Baptists and Northern Baptists 
early this week, a merger of the 
two big groups was talked about by 
individuals, but nothing was done 
towards suggesting it on the floor 
of the meeting. :

Committee Approves Res- 
olution Urging Nomina- 
tion of Publisher for 
Presidency.

PEORIA, Ill., May 22.—The reso- 
lutions committee of the Illinois Re- 
publican state convention today ap- 
proved a resolution urging the nom- 
ination of Col. Frank Knox, pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Daily News, 
as the Republican candidate for 
President. 

The resolution confirmed the 
“popular indorsement” of the pub- 
lisher at the April preferential pri- 
mary, when Col, Knox carried the 
State over Sen: William E. Borah. 

Delegates-at-large (eight are to be 
selected) would be instructed to 
vote for Knox under the resolution. 

C. Wayland Brooks, nominee for 
Governor and co-keynoter, was se- 
lected to submit the Knox resolu- 
tion. , 

_ Charles G. Dawes, former vice- 
president, was slated for a place on 
the delegation. Others mentioned 
were Brooks, A. D. Lasker, former 
Shipping Board chairman, and 
Judge Oscar F. Nelson, all of Chi- 
cago; Otis F. Glenn, nominee for 
the United States Senate; Edward 
A. Hayes, Knox campaign manager; 
Omer N. Custer, Galesburg, and 
Mrs. Mary Sylvis, Rock Island. 

All to Support Knox. 

Leaders said all were expected to 
suport Knox for President and to 
aid George F. Harding of Chicago 
in his campaign to replace Frank 
L. Smith of Dwight as Republican 
national committeeman. 

On campaign issues, most of the 
convention’s fire was directed at 
Democratic Governor Henry Hor- 
ner. As several thousand Repub- 
licans gathered in the Peoria Arm- 
ory, Brooks and his associates ex- 
pressed optimism concerning their 
efforts to stop Democratic land- 
slides in Lilinois. 

Glenn told the convention today 
that the party must “stand upon 
sound ground and fight until vic- 
tory comes,” without attempting to 
“outdo the New Dealers.” 

Glenn spoke as one of twin-key- 
noters, discussing the party’s policy 
on national issues after a keynote 
address on State questions by 
Brooks.

against the unsound and impracti- 
cal program of the national admin- 
istration,” Glenn said, “the Repub- 
lican party must continue on its 
way as the party of the Constitu- 
tion, the defender of the judiciary, 
the upholder of the independence 
of the Supreme Court, standing for 
sound money and the sanctity of 
contracts, against exploitation, 
against confiscation, against de- 
struction, against Socialism, against 
Fascism, against religious persecu- 
tion, against dictatorship, against 
Communism, for human rights, in- 
cluding the right to earn, to save, 
to have and hold property honestly 
gained by industry and thrift.” 
“Policy of Spending Less.” 

“We should substitute a Repub- 
lican policy of spending less for a 
‘Democratic’ policy of taxing more. 

“We should condemn the monop- 
oly of huge combinations in indus- 
try, and demand that healthful 
competition be encouraged. We 
should give the small business man 
a fair chance.” 

Other policies for which Glenn 
called included: Reasonable regu- 
lation of the liquor traffic; enact- 
ment of laws to reduce loss of life 
in traffic accidents; return to the 
gold standard; opposition to giving 
the Federal Government wider pow- 
ers. 

Brooks declared for immediate 
exemption of foods and other neces- 
saries from the Illinois retailers’ 
occupational (sales) tax in his key- 
note address, and called for “ulti- 
mate abolition” of the tax. 

Brooks declared bills for perma- 
nent registration would have passed 
with Republican support but for 
“the active interference of the 
Democrtic Tammany leaders, in- 
cluding the present Governor, who 
was then an important part of that 
political machine.” 

Brooks said the party weuld ad- 
vocate making it a felony to solicit 
political contributions from relief 
clients or otherwise “intimidate” 
them. 

He declared the Democratic ad- 
ministration had taken off 23 mil- 
lion dollars in taxes, by abolishing 
the general property tax, but had 
added 75 millions in new imposts. 

On agriculture, he championea 
“the Lowden formula” of Federal 
subsidies administered through the 
states, urged “adequate protective 
measures “against imported meats, 
oils and fats,” and declared for a 
“farm home program” to bring elec- 
tricity, telephones and better mail 
and school facilities to the farms. 
He also advocated a 10 to 12 cent 
tariff on blackstrap molasses, say- 
ing it would save the home market 
for 40 million bushels of corn. 

Werner W. Schroeder of Chica- 
gao, in an address prepared for de- 
livery as permanent chairman of 
the convention, said: 

“Only one definite thing has been 
accomplished by this administra- 
tion. That has been the building 
up of the largest peace time na- 
tional debt. When the history of 
the Roosevelt administration is 
written, it may be summed up thus 
—debt, debt, debt. 

“Some day the debts must be 
paid, and in that day, we, or our 
children’s children, will experience 
adversity such as we have never 
dreamed of. 

“Eventually, there would not be 
enough taxpayers to carry the load. 
All property would have to be ac- 
quired by the Government. 

“In that way, the policy of the 
New Deal of accumulating debts 
will drive us to Socialism, a result 
which the inner circle of the New 
Deal apparently has attempted, but 
so far unsuccessfully, by direct leg- 
islation.” 

Congressman Everett M. Dirk- 
sen of Pekin asserted as temporary 
chairman that the Democratic ad- 
ministration has a record of fail- 
ure. 

He denounced it for “a program 
of reform much of which turned 
out to be destructive,” declaring 
business had been “stricken with 
bewilderment and fear.” 

“What a paradox it is,” he said, 
“that in the richest nation of the 
world, we have 25 billion idle dol- 
lars in the national banks, 12 mil- 
lion pairs of idle hands, an unlim- 
ited home market—and each sep- 
arated from the other by a wall of 
fear and uncertainty so that the 
nation cannot go forward with a 
great surge of joyous confidence.” 

He declared the administration's 
employment projects left 12,000,000 
unemployed and 16,000,000 on re- 
lief, asserted its silver program has 
“almost ruined the monetary sys- 
tem of all nations,” and said its 
only achievements toward housing 
were “a few low cost units that

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PRISON FOR ELOPING | 


WITH SISTER-IN-LAW 


Farmer Pleads Guilty Under 
Mann Act—Had Her Walk 
Across State Lines. 


Lawrence Smith, 50-year-old En- 
field (Ill) carmer, was sentenced 
to two years in the Industrial Re- 
formatory at Chillicothe, O., for 
violation of the Mann Act, after 
pleading guilty yesterday before 
Federal Judge Fred L. Wham at 
East St. Louis. Smith, married for 
25 years, went to Conway, Ark., 
with his brother-in-law’s wife, leav- 
ing his own wife at. Enfield. 


Citing Smith as an example of “a 
good man gone wrong,” Judge 
Wham said he was imposing the 
sentence to make him “and other 
persons of the community under- 
stand that punishment awaits any- 
one who acts contrary to law.” 

“From your own statement it ap- 

that you tried to beat the 
law by a little hocus pocus,” he told 
Smith. “You thought that if she 
walked across the state line you 
would not violate the Mann Act.” 

Smith had informed the Court 
that he consulted a lawyer before 
leaving for Conway with Mrs. Cath- 
erine Williams, 48, and had been 
informed that he could not be pros- 
ecuted under the Mann Act if he 
let the woman out of his automo- 
bile before reaching the state line 
and picked her up after crossing it. 

Refused Probation. 

Continuing, Judge Wham said: 
“As a matter of fact you first vio- 
lated the Mann Act when you start- 
ed for Arkansas from Enfield with 
the woman. 

“Your crime was more aggravat- 
ed in that you not only broke up 
your own home but the home of 
Ray Williams, your wife’s brother 
When a man of mature age, com- 
manding the respect of his neigh- 
bors, goes into a deliberate violation 
of the laws and destroys the hap- 
piness of others, he does his com- 
munity more harm than a viola- 
tion by a man without character. 
The least the Court can do is off 
set this damage by refusing proba- 
tion and imposing sentence.” 

Smith told Judge Wham he ran 
off with Mrs. William after both 
had tried to obtain divorces. He 
said they crossed the State lines 
of Illinois, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Arkansas. He was arrested at the 
instance of his wife. 

Liquor Sentence. 

In another plea of guilty yester- 
day Claude Coombs, 36, of Cairo, 
Ill., who was one of 26 persons to 
admit liquor conspiracy with Sher- 
iff Leslie B. Roche of Alexander 
County, Illinois, in 1928, was sen- 
tenced to a year and a day in the 
Chillicothe reformatory and fined 
$500. He admitted having three 
stills and possessing untaxed liquor 
after Federal agents had found sev- 
eral of his account books showing 
purchases of corn, yeast and cane 
sugar. 

Sentences were imposed on other 
pleas of guilty to charges of boot- 
legging, as follows: Fred Peskar, 
East St. Louis, 30 days; Eugene 
Tarrence, Ridgeway, Ill., 60 days 
and three years’ probation; Thomas 
Branum, Negro, Cache, Ill., 30 days 
and $100 fine. 


ST. LOUIS U. ECONOMIST URGES 
MODIFIED TRADE BARRIERS 


| Says Great Shortage of Labor, Raw

If the existing obstructions to 
foreign trade were modified or 
eliminated there would be, within a 
year, “the greatest shortage of la- 
bor, raw materials and capital the

tury,” said Dr. Harry J. O'Neill,

| “There is little or no possibility 
of remedying our unemployment

| The last two restrictions should be 
eliminated at once in most cases 
| and the tariff reduced through rec- 
| iprocal trade treaties. 

“If these adjustments were made.

| Government budgets could be ba!- 
_anced, the national debt could be 
| reduced more easily, due to  in- 
| creased income and prices, and the

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RAILROAD OFFICIALS TESTIFY 
~ AGAINST PENSION. PROPOSAL 


Contend It and Excise Tax Measure 


Would Be Unconstitutional 
Laws. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Rail- | 


road executives took the witness 
stand in District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court today to predict seri- 
ous effects on their lines’ financial 
conditions if the railroad retirement 
law and a 3% per cent railroad 
excise tax became effective. 

In their suit, Class 1 railroads 
are seeking an injunction to prevent 
enforcement of the retirement act 
and the excise tax. The railroads 
contend the two laws are unconsti- 
tutional. 

F. E. Williamsgn, president of the 
New York Central, testified his line 


‘had a $900,000 deficit so far this 


year, and that its share of the ex- 
cise tax would amount to about $5,- 
000,000 a year. 

Charles M. Hay, Government at- 
torney, questioned Williamson on 
the effect of the agreement ap- 
proved by the roads and labor rep- 
resentatives yesterday on labor lay- 
offs arising from consolidations. 
Hay suggested that co-ordination 
plans might necessitate eliminafion 
of some men and that under present 
plans the younger men would be 
eliminated. 

“If this Government retirement 
system is in effect, it would retire 
older men instead, thus simplifying 
the co-ordination plan, wouldn’t it?” 
he asked. 

“This agreement is simply a for- 
mula which will be applied in the 
event of the unification of two or 
more terminals,” Williamson fre- 
plied. “I should doubt that rail- 
road employment will drop much 
lower than it is now, because of 
co-ordination or anything else.”

SIGNATURE IS ISSUE 
IN MRS. GLEASON'S SUIT 


Daughter Denies Writing On 
Insurance Policies Is That 
of Her Father. 


The suit of Naomi Rogers Glea- 
son to collect $5000 from the Aetna 
Life Insurance Co., for payment of 
a policy purchased by her husband, 
William Gleason, veteran St. Louis 
fireman and professional ball play- 
er, about. a year before his death in 
July, 1932, was expected to end to- 
day. Testimony in behalf of the 
insurance firm, opposing payment 
of the policy on grounds that he 
said he was 66 years old when they 
contend he was more than 70, was 
concluded this morning, and attor- 
neys for Mrs. Gleason said they 
would close their case this after- 
noon after she had taken the stand. 

Mrs. Catherine Gleason Riley, a 
daughter of the retired fire cap- 
tain, testified today for the insur- 
ance company that the signatures 
on two questioned documents, one 
making Mrs. Gleason the benefi- 
ciary of the policy instead of Glea- 
son’s estate, and the other stipulat- 
ing a method of payment, were not 
in her father’s handwriting. 

Neither was the signature of 
“William B. Gleason” on a mar- 
riage license return that of her 
father, she said, adding that he had 
no middle initial. The license was 
that used at Alton in the ceremony, 
June 27, 1931, when Gleason and 
Mrs. Naomi Rogers were married. 

Her testimony as to the signa- 
tures on the insurance documents, 
but not as to the marriage license, 
was corroborated by a handwriting 
expert, Ralph C. Becker, for the 
Aetna. Becker gave as his opinion 
that signatures of Mrs. Gleason and 
those of her husband on the insur- 
/ance papers in question were 
| written by the same person. 
| Mrs. Gleason yesterday present- 
ed as a witness a marriage license 
clerk, who identified the marriage 
license return of the pair, indorsed 
by the Rev. James G. Tucker, who 
performed the ceremony. She also 
submitted into evidence the life in- 
surance policy and the certificate 
of her husband’s death. 

Attorneys for the insurance com- 
pany then presented testimony in 


an effort to prove that Gleason was 


considerably older than 66, the age 
he gave when he _ took out the 
policy, that the signature on the 
| marriage license return did not cor- 
respond to his admitted signature, 
and that his name on an order 
changing the beneficiary of the 


policy, originally his estate, to Mrs. 
Gleason, was not in the handwrit- 


ing of the admitted signature. 


The desposition in which the Rev.

When used in a general way, the 
word “life” is taken to represent

You have to know something 
about tennis before you can say to

—because it takes knowledge to 
know when there are opportunities. 


Took Entire Season te Learn. 

A young player may have all 
sorts of chances presented to him in 
a game, and not realize it, His 
friends on the side lines may groan 
when he passes up a seemingly ob- 
vious opportunity and yet were they 
on the court, involved in the action 
of the match, they might well be 
less able to take advantage of the 
situation. 

For a whole season, when I was 
first playing in tournaments, I was 
defeated by a player whom I failed 
to recognize as being left-handed, I 
saw, of course that she was left- 
handed, but did not realize complete- 
ly what it meant. Seeing, and inter- 
preting what is seen, is two quite 
different things. So that while I 
saw that Leslie Bancroft was left- 
handed, I was not able to remind 
myself that because she was, every- 
thing in her game would be exactly 
opposite—spin, direetion of her fore- 
hand drive, the angle of her back- 
hand drive, the placing of her serve. 
bound of the ball, and so on. 

Even had I been able to under- 
stand, I probably would not have 
won, because she was a player of 
much more experience than I, and 
older. But at least the score would 
have been hetter, and I would have 
had the satisfaction of knowing 
that I had been aware of what it 
was all about. 

How can one gain experience in 
match play? 

Only by playing in tournaments. 
It takes a great many of them to 
turn out an experienced player. It 
would be interesting to know in 
how many tournaments William 
Tilden has played, and how many 
draws carried the name of Mlle. 
Suzanne Lenglen since the time 
when, as an alert, dark-haired, 
thin little girl, she first began ten- 
nis in the south of France. Follow- 
ers of the game know how Mrs. 
Mallory used to reel off tourna- 
ments by the score.

Voice From the Past. 


F YOU wonder why Joe Louis 

is a great fighter, consider his 
trainer and coach—Jack Black- 
burn. There’s the guy who knows 
his stuff. 

Blackburn came up in a day 
when there were still competent 
teachers of boxing. They taught 
scientific defense. Boxers were 
not permitted to lead and fall in; 
their defense did not consist of 
clinching and glove-grabbing. 

They knew how to parry, guard 
and block; they knew how to roll 
the head with the enemy’s leads; 
they leaned away from or ducked 
under other punches. It was a 
source of pride, and a great pro- 
tection as well, that they refused 
to defend themselves by crude 
modern methods. 

Boxers of today would hardly 
know what was meant by “parry” 
and “guard.” They have heard 
of blocking, but they seldom have 
seen it scientifically performed.

Jack Blackburn Tells ’Em.

OMEONE spoke to Blackburn 

about defense recently and 
here is the substance of what he 
said: 

“There are three ways of avoid- 
ing a blow by using the arms and 
gloves. First, by parrying, that 
is by putting the blow aside with 
the arm, like a fencer. 

“The second is by guarding— 
that is by receiving the blow on 
the forearm. 

“The third is by 
which is done largely with 
glove. 

“There are other ways of 
avoiding a blow, such as slipping, 
ducking and rolling the head. But 
the first line of defense is with 
the gloves and forearms. Receiv- 
ing solid blows on the arms is the 
worst of the three because it tires 
and numbs the receiver’s arm 
muscles. The opponent’s fists 
ought not to land on your muscles 
if you want to keep strong.”

After several centuries the Brit- 
ish still adhere stanchly to the 
no-substitute rule in soccer, al- 
though its absurdity seems ap- 
parent. 

And today the old Beef-Eater 
is battling to retain an ancient 
tennis rule by which no rest- 
period is permitted after the 
third set of a championship 
match. 

Although acquiescing to the in- 
termission under pressure, in 
Davis Cup and other international 
meetings, this is merely a con- 
cession to foreign opinion. Every- 
where else than England, rest 
intermissions are accepted. 

In matches between English- 
men, at home, there is no rest 
period, it being considered rather 
mollycoddle to take time out to 
get a breathing spell. 

A certain group of British play- 
ers is now wrangling with the 
obdurate British national tennis 
body to get England to join the

More cognizance apparently was 
taken of satisfactory corporate 
statements, dividends and general 
economic news. There was a little 
late profit-taking, but the close was 
firm. Transfers approximated 650,- 
000 shares. 

Only the continued smallness of 
the trading volume chilled the 
spirits of brokerage quarters. Many 
of the usually active commission 
house customers were said to be 
still waiting for-a definite trend to 
assert itself. 

The utilities pointed the upward 
way for shares, and steel, farm im- 
plement, merchandising and rail 
equities followed. 

Among the best performers of the 
session were American Telephone, 
Consolidated Edison, American Wa- 
ter Works, United States Steel, 
Bethlehem, J. I. Case, Continental 
Can, Deere, International Harves- 
ter, Chrysler, Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, Phillips Petroleum, Sears 
Roebuck, Montgomery Ward, Philip 
Morris, Westinghouse, Zenith Ra- 
dio, Santa Fe, New York Central 
and Southern Pacific. , 

Carrier stocks made a belated 
response to the official freight car 
Joadings report for last week show- 
ing the total up more than season- 
ully to the best level since October 
1935. 

Bonds and foreign currencies 
were narrowly mixed. Wheat was 
% to % cent a bushel improved and 
corn was down % to %. 

Cotton ended 15 cents 
higher to 20 cents lower. 

At mid-afternoon § sterling was 
one-half cent firmer at $4.97%, and 
the French franc was unchanged at 
6.58% cents. 

News of the Day. 

The rails were only moderately 
firm despite the fact that last 
week's freight car loadings, official- 
ly reported today, were up more 
than seasonal to the best level since 
October, 1935. 

A slackening in automobile pro- 
duction during the current week 
was in line with some _ previous 
forecasts. 

On the domestic front the tax 
question, now being threshed out 
at Washington, continued to hold 
the attention of financial analysts. 
A few of these believed the new 
compromise measure agreed upon 
by the Senate Committee, if it 
should get the final approval of 
Congress, would mean an increase 
of around 20 per cent in Federal 
taxes for those companies making 
more than $10,000 a year. 

The boost of about 42 per cent in 
textile tariffs, principally affecting 
Japan, was cheering to those manu- 
facturers who have been complajn- 
ing of excessive foreign competi- 
tion. 

Favorable earnings statements 
brought more purchases in several 
of the power and light company 
stocks and other equities which 
have hopeful dividend prospects. 

The Department of Commerce 
noted that industrial trends tended 
to flatten out during the first half 
of May, although showing relative- 
ly small variations for the period. 

Overnight Development. 

Dun & Bradstreet found 
higher temperatures which pre- 
vailed during most of the week 
helped retail distribution, with wide- 
ly assorted demand benefiting near- 
ly all departments. 

While an upturn in sales over the 
previous week was reported from 
virtually all cities, the percentage 
gain over last year’s was said to 
have been shortened. But the vol- 
ume was estimated at between 8 to 

12 per cent above the 1935 figure. 

The Federal Reserve System dis- 
closed that, in the week ended Wed- 
nesday, the country’s gold stocks 
increased $73,000,000 to a record 
peak of $10,375,000,000. 

At the same time the Bank of 
France, for the week ended May 16, 
stated that the gold outflow from 
fts vaults had lessened consider- 
ably. In that period the Bank 
lost the equivalent of = slightly 
more than $34,000,000 in the yellow 
metal, which compared with $181,- 
683,000 the week before.

At 
any rate, the army would slow down 
their exploitation and buy from 
abroad during peaceful years. 

Short on Needed Metals. 

“Our existing iron ore,” says Maj. 
Hesse, “as far as that of the high- 
est value is concerned, would be ex- 
hausted in a few decades if we cov- 
ered our normal peace-time needs 
out of domstic supplies. 

“The same is true for copper, of 
which there is still less, and a num- 
ber of other metals. 

“The experience of the World 
War has drawn sufficient attention 


ade. These probably will be even 
greater in a future war because the 
need for iron, copper, zinc and tin 
has become greater.” 

Maj. Hesse says the soldier de- 
mands a long view of the nation’s 
economic possibilities. although he 
recognizes Germany’s present dif- 
ficulties in the foreign trade field. 
The Government is putting forth 
every effort to sell German goods 
abroad in order to gain foreign ex- 
change. for purchases. 

Great Aluminum Producer. 

Reflecting the increased demand 
for metals in modern war machin- 
ery, Germany’s consumption of 
aluminum has jumped so fast since 
she began rebuilding her army that 
she now is the greatest aluminum 
producer and user in the world. 
She outstrips the United States in 
both. 

The hunt for “ersatz,” or substi- 
tutes, has proven costly. Many 
plants have been erected to manu- 
facture fibres to replace cotton and 
wool, while artificial rubber and 
various sorts of synthetic gasoline 
are on the market. All cost more 
than the natural products. Gaso- 
line, for example, costs four times 
more. 

One of the latest “ersatz” is soap 
made from coal. A factory has been 
started in Essen to manufacture 
this. The German Dye Trust has 
found a synthetic soap which it 
calls “Igepon.” Germany is es- 
pecially hard up for good soap for 
she lacks fats and oils from which 
to make it. 

On the food front, an “Erzeu- 
gungsschlacht” (production battle) 
has been one of'the principal ob- 
jects of the blockade-proof strug- 
gle. Under it farmers either are 
encouraged or told to plant more of 
this and that and less of something 
else. in order to fill the nation’s 
needs with an eye to a blockade. 
Big propaganda campaigns are 
carried on to show how much more 
fodder and cereals had been grown 
within the past season or how many 
more hogs raised. 


SOCIALISTS WANT MORE 
POWER FOR CONGRESS 


Leaders, in Cleveland for Con- 
vention, Want to Go Farther 
Than AAA and NRA,

CLEVELAND, May 22.—Consti- 
tutional change to legalize  social- 
economic reforms going deeper than 
NRA, AAA and the Guffey Soft 
Coal Act—all invalidated by the 
Supreme Court—will be one of the 
‘principal immediate proposals of 
the Socialist party in the 1936 cam- 
paign. 

Socialist leaders, here for the na- 
tional convention opening tomor- 
row, agreed today the platform 


would contain the principle, if not 
the text, of the so-called “Workers 
and Farmers Rights Amendment,” 
recently introduced in Congress by 
Senator Benson, Minnesota Farmer- 
Laborite. 

The Socialists urged the introduc- 
tion of the Benson amendment, 


which would give to Congress full 


regulatory authority and _ virtual 
domination of the social-economic 
life of the nation. 

It would give to Congress’ the 
power to regulate and prohibit child 
labor; to regulate hours and wages 
and guarantee the right of collec- 
tive bargaining; to provide for all 
forms of social security; to regulate 
and operate agricultural marketing 
agencies; to acquire and operate 
such basic industries “as as essen- 
tial to the social and economic wel- 
fare, such enterprises to be gov- 
erned democratically for the bene- 
fit of the public.” 

To effect orderly and progressive 
change, Norman Thomas said, in 
discussing the Benson amendment, 
“such constitutional revision is es- 
sential.” 

Criticising the Supreme Court’s 
Guffey decision, Thomas, the na- 
tional leader of the party, said: 
“The Justices of the Supreme Court, 
who joined in the majority opinion 
invalidating the Guffey Act, are, 
themselves, the most dangerous ad- 
vocates of violence in the United 
States.” 


AUSTRALIA MOVES TO DIVERT 
TRADE FROM UNITED STATES 


New Policy Announced to Increase 
Imports From Britain and 
Other Countries. 

By the Associated Press. 

CANBERRA, Australia, May 22.— 
Australia’s new trade policy was 
announced officially today as main- 
ly affecting business with the Unit- 
ed States and Japan. 

Sir Henry Gullett, Assistant Min- 
ister for Trade, told the House of 
Representatives there would be 
drastic tariff increases and a li- 
censing system on a wide range of 
foreign goods. 

He said the Government’s policy 
was designed to divert imports 
amounting to about $10,000,000 from 
“indifferent” customers to British 
and other customers of Australian 
goods. 

Goods which will be licensesd in- 
clude automobiles, while specific 
duties will be substituted for exist- 
ing ad valorem duties on foreign 
cotton and artificial silk goods. 

The new trade policy, Sir Henry 
said, is designed to divert trade to 
the value of $5,000,000 to Britain. 


Anniversary of Steamship Crossing.

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 22.—The 
nation gave recognition today to 
the first crossing of the Atlantic 
Ocean by steamship—a feat accom- 
plished by the “Savannah” in 1819.

DUMDUM BULLET PROTEST 
BY ITALY SENT 10 LEAGUE 


Illustrated Complaint Says Ethio- 
pian Ammunition Apparently 
Was Made in Britain. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, May 22.—The League 
of Nations published an illustrated 
communication from the Italian 
Government today, stating that sev- 
eral thousand of dumdum bullets 
were found on Ethiopian prisoners 
captured on the southern front by 
Marshal Rodolfo Graziani, and that 
they were so marked as to make 
it reasonable to suppose they came 
from British firms. 

Early in the week the British 
foreign secretary, Anthony Eden, 
charged before the House of Com- 
mons that similar evidence of 
British-made dumdum bullets was 
“fabricated” by one “Col. Pedro 
Lopez.” He said the British Gov- 
ernment had warned Italy of 
“Lopez,” but that his relations with 
the Italian Embassy in London had 
continued nevertheless. 


A previous Italian protest, con- 
taining specific allegations that the 
soft-nosed bullets, which cause mu- 
tilating wounds, were made by 
British firms, was withdrawn from 
Geneva last week. 

Today's communication stated: 
“There is a chain of uncontrovert- 
able evidence that dumdum bullets 
have been systematically employed 
by Ethiopian soldiers. This could 
not have been unknown to the 
Ethiopian commanders and the 
Ethiopian Government, which there- 
fore should bear the responsibility.”

ARGUMENTS IN BOSTON 
MILK MARKETING CASE 


‘Government Testing Its Power 


to Fix Prices Under 
Section of AAA, 


BOSTON, May 22.—-The Govern- 
ment went into the Federal District 
Court today to fight for its power 
to fix prices and regulate interstate 
commerce in produce under the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act. 

Judge Elisha H. Brewster alloted 
the entire day to hearing arguments 
in the Government's petition for a 
temporary injunction to force 28 
Massachusetts milk dealers to com- 
ply with the Greater Boston Fed- 
eral milk marketing agreement. The 
agreement, which replaced a pre- 
vious order outlawed by Judge 
Brewster in June, 1935, has been in 
effect since Feb. 9. 

The dealers, the Government con- 
tends, are violating the order by 
paying producers lower prices for 
liquid milk than are required by 
the license. The dealers have at- 
tacked the agreement as unconsti- 
tutional. 

Government spokesmen said they 
would take the case to the Supreme 
Court if necessary. 

Many administration officials 
consider this case as important as 
NRA Schechter case 
and the AAA Hoosac Mills case.

Life Aboard a Battleship. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM a St. Louis boy and for the past 

two years have served aboard one of 
Uncle Sam's heavy cruisers. |] thought 
if you published this article in your paper 
it would give the people a fair idea of 
what the navy is like and also what life 
is aboard a United States navy ship. 

There are many interesting things 
aboard this ship. For instance, we have 
guns thet fire a sheil weighing 1600 
pounds. There are our smaller guns, of 
course, such as the anti-aircraft guns, 
which fire a projectile weighing 485 
pounds, our 50-caliber machine guns, sa- 
luting guns end our field pieces, used for 
landing foree. Then we have our four 
planes which are nestled on a catapult 
and shot into the air from that position. 
A certain amount of time each year is 
devoted entirely to gunnery and this is 
one of the main reasons why the U. S. N. 
stands first in battle efficiency. 

Now I enter inte living conditions 


aboard ship. To start with, we have a. 


large variety of foods instead of just 
beans, which so many people seem to 
think is the regular diet for sailors. It’s 
true we have beans, but not constantly. 
I'll even go so far as to say that more 
civilians haye beans for meals than the 
navy serves to us. I'll dash off a menu 
such as is served aboard ship so as to 
Rive you a better understanding of what 
I'-mean: candied sweet potatoes, string 
beans, cream of tomato soup, salad of 
s0me sort, meat, asparagus tips, mashed 
potatoes, pie, coffee, bread in different 
forms, butter and ice cream. These, in 
most people's opinion, are not very fancy 
dishes, but they supply us with sufficient 
energy to enable us to do our work. 

Then we have stores aboard ship, such 
as the cobbler, barber shop, canteen, 
postoffice, baker, etc. The canteen sup- 
plies our necessities such as toothpaste, 
shaving articles, cigars, cigarettes, sta- 
tiomery and candies for a few cents less 
than we pay ashore. At the ship's store, 
we are able to purchase perfumes, silk 
pajamas, waffle irons, cooking utensils, 
pillow cases, scarfs, cigarette cases, light- 
ers, radios and even an automobile if so 
desired. By ordering our merchandise 
through the ship's service store, we are 
given a 5 per cent discount on all articles. 

For entertainment, we have our ship's 
band or orchestra, ship’s dances, talking 
pictures (a different picture each and 
every night), smokers for boxing, wras- 
tling, singing by men of the crew, etc., 
all for the amusement of the ship’s com- 
pany and absolutely free in all respects. 
Then we have our race boat crews, foot- 
ball team, baseball team, basketball and 
swimming teams, sailing races, rifle and 
pistol team, boxing and wrestling teams, 
and let me tell you they are all good in 
their respective lines of play. 

Of course, people are always asking us 
questions pertaining to the navy, but the 
most commonly asked question is, “Do 
sailors have the opportunity te travel 
much?” To this I'll say, if a sailor cares 
to travel‘ he cah do so. Since I enlisted 
at Third and Olive in St. Louis, two years 
ago, I have traveled quite a bit. I have 
been as far north as Duteh Harbor, 
Alaska, and as far south as Callao, Peru, 
which is below the equator. In addition 
to Honolulu, Panama, South America and 
Alaska, I have visited numerous cities 
in our own United States. In school I 
read about these different places and if 
it had not have been for the opportunity 
the navy affords every man, I would 
undoubtedly still be reading about these 
places and hoping that some day, some- 
how, I would be able to see them with 
the naked eye. I have enjoyed every 
Visit to every port. ; 

We have our work to do and are on 
duty 24 hours a day. What I mean to 
say is when one is called to do a certain 
Job, he goes ahead and does it regardless 
of what time of day or night it may be, 
whether on ship or ashore on liberty. 

In closing, all I can say is that life 
aboard ship is just one big happy family, 
and during the period ef time I have 
existed I have never seen an organization, 
military or otherwise, that displays such 
true loyalty to one’s shipmates as in 
the United States naval service.

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THE DEAD PAST. 

Senator Steiwer, the Republican national conven- 
tion keynoter, will have to choose his keynoting 
words pretty carefully, we noted recently, in view of 
his voting record. His oratorical form may be some- 
what cramped if he remembers the ballots he cast for 
the NRA, AAA and TVA, the Thomas inflationary 
amendments and the Wagner labor relations bill. 

At the rival party convention, also, the keynoter 
will have some embarrassing moments if he lets his 
thoughts linger on the past. He is Senator Alben W. 
Barkley of Kentucky, who discharged the same func- 
tion at Chicago four years ago. Mr. Barkley was 
eloquent on that occasion, which he described as a 
meeting “to fulfill an appointmegt with destiny.” He 
viewed the scene with apprehension, for, said he, 
“We see the credit of nations strained, budgets 
unbalanced, deficits mounting in public and private 
treasuries: ... millions without work.” (There were 
eight to 10 million unemployed, he said.) 

Getting down to specific cases, Mr. Barkley took 
some resounding whacks at Republican extravagance 
and bureaucracy. As to the Democratic remedies: 

Do we propose to reduce the expenses of gov- 
ernment or merely to hold conversation about 
it? . . . We propose to reduce the expenses of 
this Government not only for its own sake and 
that of the people, but as an example to smaller 
units throughout the nation. We propose to abol- 
ish every useless office, every unnecessary bureau 
and commission which has grown by what it fed 
on until the total has become an insufferable 
weight upon all the activities and resources of 
the American people. 

They will never be abolished by those who now 
operate them. A new Hercules must clean out 
the Augean stables. 

Those were resounding words in 1932, and they 
will probably be echoed in 1936, but at Cleveland. At 
Philadelphia, the same keynoter will be heard, de- 
scribing the national scene from another perspective. 
Four years, in which the positions of the outs and the 
ing have been transposed, make a lot of difference, 
after all, in the respective viewpoints. At each con- 
vention, the dead past will be allowed to bury its 
dead—-and -its political promises.

ST. LOUIS CAN DO BETTER. 

Fncouraging news on the nation-wide campaign to 
reduce automobile fatalities comes from the Census 
Bureau at Washington. In the first 20 weeks of 1936, 
the report says, figures from 86 major cities show 
a loss of 2810 lives in motor accidents, a reduction 
of 450 from the total of 3260 in the same period last 
year. 

St. Louis, too, has made a better showing than last 
year. Fatalities to date total 58, as compared with 
61 in the same period in 1935. A decrease has been 
registered, but it is a considerably smaller one than 
in the other cities. For St. Louis, it approximates 
5 per cent; for the 86 cities as a whole, the decrease 
is about 14 per cent. 

What the other cities have done, St. Louis should 
also be able to do. If the traffie safety campaign 
here needs reinforcement to bring it to the efficiency 
of campaigns elsewhere, such action should be 
| pressed. It is a matter calling for the best efforts of 
|police, courts, safety organizations and citizens in 
general. Though there has been an improvement in 
the record so far this year, St. Louis can and should 
do better.

ANSWERING A LETTER. 

In the letter column yesterday, one of our corre- 
spondents made the statement that “it is time for 
all Federal District Judges to realize that they have 
been usurping the function expressly conferred upon 
our Supreme Court when they attempt to pass upon 
the constitutionality of laws.” Where is our corre- 
spondent’s consistency? Why is he willing to reserve 
for the Supreme Court the right to measure legis- 
lation with the constitutional yardstick and then rule 
out the orderly procedure through which cases chal- 
lenging legislation find their way to the final 
tribunal? 

The citizen's suit against the enforcement of a 
Federal law which he holds to be an invasion of his 
rights requires the District Judge to uphold or reject 
the statute in terms of the Constitution. The one 
is only the logical consequence of the other. But let 
our correspondent and any other readers inclined to 
his view find the answer in the Constitution. We 
quote the pertinent sentences from its text: 

“The judicial power of the United States shal] be 
vested in one Supreme Court and in such inferior 
courts as the Congress may from time to time ordain 
and establish.” (Article III, Section 1.) “The judi- 
cial power shall extend to all Cases, in Law and 
Equity, arising under this Constitution, the Laws of 
the United States and the Treaties made or which 
shall be made, under their authority. . (Article 
III, Section 2.) 

Clearly the Constitution, as here quoted, makes no 
distinction between the courts referred to other than 
to describe one as “supreme” and the others as “in- 
| ferior.” The right to apply the test of constitu- 
tionality belongs as much to one ag to the other, with 
the qualification that pronouncement of unconstitu- 
tionality by a District Court is not final, whereas a 
‘ruling to that effect by the Supreme Court is binding. 
|The reason for this is obvious once the nature of our 
| Federal judicial system is understood.

ITALY’S ECONOMIC PROBLEM. 

Despite the costly Ethiopian war and the losses 
caused by League sanctions, Italian finances are

presented by a European news correspondent, who 
reports that Italian emissaries have been visiting the 
bankers of London, Paris and other capitals in quest 
of loans, and have been receiving cold receptions. 
The British Treasury just now is reinforcing its 
policy of opposing foreign lending, and it is quite 
likely that the purpose is to embarrass Italy quite 
as much as to safeguard heme finances.

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PRAGMATIC MR. MOSES. | 

For 15 years the country knew George H. Moses 
as the Senator from New Hampshire. It didn't al- 
ways agree with what he said. It did always listen 
when he spoke. It found him interesting. It recog- 
nized him as a 10-minute egg. The ex-Senator talked 
the same hard-boiled language in his provocative ar- 
ticle in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

The party needs a boss, a Matt Quay or a Mark 
Hanna, a man who knows how to get the money, 
and how to spend it. With such a General, a winning 
war might be waged even at this late day. So com- 
manded, the party would go into battle undgr its 
true colors. Today it would be the conservative 
party, and would frankly proclaim itself such. It 
could then, as the opposition party, engage in open, 
honest combat with the Democratic party. 

By conservative, Mr. Moses takes pains to say, he 
doesn’t mean reactionary. Let us be sensible, is his 
plea to his fellow Republicans. He characteristically 
explains what he means by sensible, Acknowledg- 
ing there are problems peculiar to the age that re- 
quire timely solutions, he scoffs at the vagaries and 
phylacteries of the Brain Trusters. A Republican, as 
Mr. Moses sees him, does not believe that 

these theories can, or should, be converted over- 

night into actuality, or that the American people 

are guinea pigs on whom any wild-eyed professor 
should be allowed to experiment with injections 
of dissolved horse feathers. 

By stepping out avowedly as the conservative party, 
the Republicans would, of course, lose some of their 
professed followers. Good riddance, says Moses. Any 
loss would be offset by the influx of Democrats who 
are uncomfortable, unhappy and far, far from home 
in their present political household. 

But “our team must first find a captain capable of 
calling the right plays, and then follow the ball. Right 
now, we have neither captain nor ball.” The pragmatic 
ex-Senator couldn’t have described the predicament of 
his party—the party ef Landon and Borah, Norris and 
Knox, Nye and Hastings—more clearly if he had 
written a book. 


A SECOND FIELD HOUSE SAVED. 

The movement to save the Eugene Field House at 
634 South Broadway has resulted not only in the 
preservation of the St. Louis dwelling associated with 
the poet, but in saving the home of Field’s widow 
at Heafford Junction on Crystal Lake, Wis. An 
appeal from the poet’s son, Eugene Field II, to Jesse 
P, Henry, chairman of the local eivic committee which 
is restoring the old brick house as a museum, has 
resulted in an offer from Phi Delta Theta, Eugene 
Field’s college fraternity, of the $3000 needed to save 
the widow’s home from foreclosure sale tomorrow. 
Mr. Henry had wired President Roosevelt in the hope 
that facilities of the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion might be extended, and with the printing of this 
fact in Bastern newspapers, the fraternity’s alumni 
commissioner acted at once. This by-product of the 
St. Louis project is particularly gratifying since its 
benefits can be enjoyed by Field’s widow and son 
in their lifetime.

The House’s omnibus judgeship bill, which has just 
received a favorable report by its Judiciary Commit- 
tee, calls for the creation of eight new judgeships. 
The Southern District of New York (New York City) 
—the “sore spot” which Chief Justice Hughes gsin- 
gled out for special mention as among those needing 
more Judges—would receive two of the eight. The 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania (Philadelphia) and 
the Northern District of Georgia (Atlanta) each 
would receive another Judge. An additional judge- 
ship each would be provided for Missouri, Kentueky, 
Oklahoma and West Virginia, the oecupant to divide 
his time between the districts as@the business of the 
courts required. A number of these judgeships have 
already been approved by the Senate, which in addi- 
tion has voted for a roving judgeship for Tennessee.

Secretary Hull’s Trade Policy 


EX-SENATOR MOSES’ IDEA, 
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Reciprocal treaties made by Secretary of State are praised by business publication for 
helping revive foreign trade; administration is said to be concentrating now on 
markets near home, and negotiations with Mexico are expected to begin soon; 
exports have expanded 42 per cent from lowest depression point, writer says

XECUTIVES who handled more than 

$4,300,000,000 of foreign business last year 

—and the 15,000,000 Americans who had 
a share in these transactions—this week are 
celebrating National Foreign Trade week. 

Tops on the honor list go te Secretary 
Hull. In 1933, he formulated a program to 
revive foreign business. It is not yet com- 
pleted, but the showing is sufficiently im- 
pressive to have won for Mr. Hull the ap.- 
proval of even the most bitter anti-New 
Dealers. In three years, new trade agree- 
ments have been signed with 14 foreign cus- 
tomers, who bought one-third of all our ex- 
ports last year. Since all treaties have been 
negotiated on a most-favored-nation basis, 
many of the benefits have been passed 
along to countries with which new agree- 
ments still have not been signed. 

A recent one of these agreements was with 
France. Details bring to the Secretary fresh 
credit for shrewd bargaining and a determi- 
nation to make his plan work. France is 
strongly nationalistic. The French quota 
system was one of the most troublesome 
in Europe. French political difficulties have 
delayed recovery and made business and 
political leaders wary of making any trade 
concessions. In spite of these obstacles, 
Washington has negotiated a new trade pact 
with Paris, the first comprehensive agree- 
ment with France in a century. 

The new paet assures the United States 
that, with a few unimportant exceptions, it 
will enjoy the most favorable treatment 
which France now or hereafter accords to 
any country, Duties are reduced on 19 im- 
portant items, bound at minimum rates for 
another group of imports coming largely 
from the United States. Quotas on 44 im- 
ports are enlarged or fixed at present levels. 
In all, nearly 21 per cent of the imports from 
the United States will benefit. Shipments 
of these items to France last year were 
valued at nearly $25,000,000. 
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This was the fifth trade agreement with a 
European country. Another, with Finland, 
was signed last Monday, and negotiations 
are far advanced with Spain. Concessions 
to the French on wine shipments to this 
country are likely to tempt the Spanish and 
Portuguese into prompt action. In addition 
to these pacts in Europe, an agreement with 
Costa Rica is almost ready to announce. 

Seeretary Hull’s rea] triumph is the trade 
agreement with Canada, this country’s sec- 
ond largest customer. Though it hag been in 
effect only since Jan. 1, exports te the Do- 
minien are 10 per eent larger than a year 
ago, with the pickup accelerating. 

Though less than 15 per cent of our ex- 
ports go ordinarily to Latin American coun- 
tries, there is a new emphasis on markets 
in this part of the world. Seven of the first 
13 trade agreements were with Latin Ameri- 
can countries, the Cuban pact covering the 
largest volume of business, but with Brazil 
an important second. 

Several developments indicate a new deter- 
mination on the part of the administration 
to make more ef markets near home. Be- 
sides being the first country te get new trade 
terms, Cuba has had the sympathetic support 
ef Washington in ironing out its treubles. 
Mexico has pulled out of the depression 


faster than the United States, due to our 
philanthropic silver-buy.ng policy. 
Finally, Washington hag invited all Pan- 
America to join in a conference this sum- 
mer at Buenos Aires to rewrite treaties on 
a mutually satisfactory basis. Hconomic 
problems are theoretically barred, but are 
likely to be simplified as a result of co-op- 
erative discussion of common troubles. 
Since the depression low, our total exports 
haye expanded 42 per cent, and there has 
been a small shift in markets, Europe con- 
tinues to take about 45 per cent of our goods. 
Asia—largely due to Japan's rapid increase 
in demand for our cotton—took 17 per cent 
of our exports last year, compared with 12 
per cent in 1929. Both Africa and the South 
Sea markets have increased in importance. 
North and South America are buying a 
smaller proportion of our goods than in 1929. 


Japan has been the bogy-man in the for- 
eign trade picture during the last four years, 
though the Japanese still transact less than 
$%2 per cent of the world’s foreign trade, 
compared with 10 per cent by the United 
States and 15 per cent by Great Britain. 
With modern equipment, cheap labor and 
aggressive selling methods, the Japanese 
have made serious inroads in a few markets. 

The foreign trade outlook is comparatively 
bright. Currency restrictions are dwindling 
slowly. Business is reviving in most foreign 
countries as well as in the United States. 

The rcec.procal trade program has been ac- 
cepted by a large enough group of important 
nations to assure its success. Negotiations 
are already quietly ynder way with the Brit- 
ish, our best customers. Mexico is expected 
to be the next large Latin American country 
with which negotiations will open. Japan, 
with a grov ing restriction problem on her 
exports, may soon be willing to talk busi- 
ness. 

The United States lest some ground in 
world markets during the depression, but 
Secretary Hull's eonstructive program is 
helping to revive this business for American 
exporters, .

N HIS recent speech on the future of the 

League of Nations, Prime Minister Stanley

IM and Jack Hertich, publishers 

of the Normandy News, would 

be very glad to be interviewed, 
their combination mother-secretary- 
public relations counsel, Mrs. H. G.

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A Discussion 


Of Heart Pain 
During Angina 


Treated by Surgical Opera- 
tion on Neck— Normal 


Heart Itself Is Numb.

O the strictly lay listener it 

must seem a far cry, when he 

hears that a heart ailment is 
treated by surgical treatment of 
some nervous ganglia in the neck, 
Yet the science reports in the daily 
newspapers have r 
been full of such 
reports in the past | 
few years, and 
especially the past 
few days. 

But there is a 
logical reason for 
the procedure, 
when you remem- 
ber that the sort 
of nervous tissue 
removed is of the 
vegetable nervous 
system, whose fi- 
bers reach every- 
where into those 
organs that are 
not under volun- 
tary control. The heart is not une 
der our voluntary control. The 
only record we have of a man who 
could stop his heart beat by will is 
that of a Colonel Townshend, and 
he died trying. , 

Furthermore, the sensations of 
the heart do not go into our cone 
scious sensory life, and it is to con- 
trol the pain of the heart—anging 
pectoris—that these operations have 
been attempted. 

It is more or less a stab in the 
dark, because nobody knows why 
the heart shows pain in angina. A 
norma! heart is numb and one feels 
no pain when it is injured. There 
have been plenty of cases of men 
who have had wounds of the heart 
or chest wall. The papers are rege 
ularly reporting instances of sur 
geons sewing up a knife or bullet 
wound in the heart, with the recow 
ery of th> patient. 

Heart Handling. 


The testimony of these patients, 
even when they are operated withe 
out an anesthetic, is that handling, 
touching or putting a needle and 
suture in the heart, is perfectly 
painless. 

Why, then, should the heart ex- 
hibit such terrific pain in the onset 
of angina pectoris? Plainly the exe 
planation must be largely theoret- 
ical, but such as it is, modern the 
ory assumes that the pain of am 
gina is produced in the blood veae 
sels of the heart, and passes first 
through the primary nervous cone 
nections of those vessels, the vege 
tative nervous ganglia in the heart, 

The surgical treatment is not 
usually surgical removal of the 
ganglia, but destruction of them 
by injections of alcohol. The pro- 
cedure relieves the pain—the experi, 
ence of the Massachusetts Genera] 
Hospital being that it does so in 67 
per cent of cases. 

The only objection to the treat 
ment on the part of the conserva 
tive sode of the medical profession 
has been that it is a method of 
“dropping the pilot.” That the pain 
is a defense reaction, a danger sige 
nal which says, “Stop still and go 
slow for a while.” With the pain 
gone, the angina victim might never 
know his heart was in trouble, and 
collapse from putting too much 
strain on it. But the advocates of 
the procedure say that there will ale 
ways be symptoms such as breath 
lessness and palpitation to warp 
against such over-indulgence.

THE COOK'S THIRTEEN OPERAS—Pierre Alexander Monsigny (1729-1817), was a cook and majordomo tm 
the house of the Duke of Orleans, when he witnessed a performance in a French opera house in 1759. He immedi- 
ately resigned his position, announcinge his determination to write 13 operas, no more, no less. He devoted 12 years 
(1759-1771) to the composition of 13 operas, which were all performed and enjoyed colossal popularity. The most 
opular, “The Deserter,”’ is still in the repertoire of the French opera. But after his quota was filled, he wets 
ack to the kitchen, in 1771, and never wrote another word until his death 46 ycars later.
